Stone. 
He was taken direct to the 
cou nty jail. 
Sheriff Black, his dep u ­ 
ties, and Mr. Stone drov e to a p oint 
near Tip ton, where 
Manifold 
was 
fou nd in a camp of workmen on a 
gas p ip e line. Both men are held lin­ 
g er $1,000 bonds. 
The arrest of Bair and Manifold 
was made on the comp laint 
of the 
■Continental Fire Insu rance comp any , 
which carried a p olicy 
of 
$500 on 
B air’s cottage, v alu ed at $8 00. 
The 
hou se was destroy ed by fire on the 
night of Au gu st 29 , while Bair was 
v isiting at Ru shv ille and 
Manifold 
had been dep u tized to act as marshal. 
It is charged that Manifold fired the 
hou se at the instigation of Bair, who 
retu rned from Ru shv ille 
tile 
nex t 
morning after the fire. Bair also car­ 
ried $150 insu rance on a small barn 
near his residence, hu t the barn was 
not destroy ed. 
Immediately after the fire an agent 
of the Continental Insu rance 
Co. 
loegan an inv estigation, and 
Dep u ty 
State Fire M arshal Jam es T. White 
arranged for the arrest of Bair and 
M anifold on a joint affidav it in which 
both men are accu sed of arson. 
When Bair was arrested he was 
off du ty 
at 
Su mmitv ille. 
He ex ­ 
p ressed su rp rise and at 
first 
ap ­ 
p eared defiant. 
The sheriff ordered 
bim to hand ov er his rev olv er, and his 
badge was taken from him. A crowd 
soon formed abou t the 
sheriff 
and 
m arshal. 
The latter called 
Ev erett 
Athens to the au tomobile in which 
they were seated and ap p ointed him 
dep u ty m arshal to take charge of the 
m arshal’s 
office. 
Bair 
thou ght he 
wou ld be able to retu rn to Su mmit­ 
v ille in a short time, or 
after 
he 
cou ld get bond. 
The m arshal’s fath­ 
er, John Bair, followed him to An­ 
derson, and is try ing to arrange for 
bond of $1,000 for his son. 
The arrest of Bair cau sed su rp rise 
a t Su mmitv ille. He has had a strenu ­ 
ou s time since becoming m arshal, bu t 
has had the su p p ort of 
the 
better 
element of the town. 
He was twice 
arrested on a charge of assau lt and 
battery on men 
he 
arrested, 
and 
twice acqu itted in the circu it cou rt. 
Abou t six months ago, when be u n* 
dertook to comp el a gang of noisy 
drinking men to be qu iet he 
was 
knocked down and su ffered a broken 
leg. B air had domestic trou ble abou t 
that time, his wife filing a comp laint 
for div orce. 
She won her su it

cently .

related how Mr. Su lzer, dissatisfied 
with a promise of $2,5 00, said;

Marshall for the defense Mr. Schiff 
qu ietly went on with the part of the 
story that had not been told before.

W ashington, Sept. 25 .—The report of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
pu tting the responsibility for the W al­ 
lingford wreck with its twenty -one fa­ 
talities squ arely on the shou lders of 
the m anagem ent and directors of the 
New York, New Hav en & Hartford 
railroad, is the harshest finding ev er 
handed down by that body . 
The formal report sets forth the 
names of the directors, beginning with 
William Rockefeller and J. I*. Morgan, 
and ex tending throu gh a long list of 
men well known in the financial and 
railroad world. 
Some of these men the commission 
described as hav ing been considered 
by a confiding pu blic as “magicians in 
the art of finance and wizards in the 
constru ction, operation and consolida­ 
tion of great sy stem s of railroads.” 
“Ex perience has shown that this re 
hance of the pu blic was not ju stified 
as to either finance or safety ,” are the 
findings of the commission. 
The commission finds that the direct 
cau se of the wreck was the failu re of 
employ es projierly to perform their du 
ties. 
They charge Flagman Mu rray 
with failu re properly to protect his 
train, and condemn the engineers of 
both train* for failu re to control the 
speed in ’su ch a way so as to bring 
their trains to a stop before passing 
the au tomatic signals.
